Second the Equalizing Fund which is disbursed to counties on a 
basis of the’educational need in each county and the effort the people of 
the county are putting forth in behalf of the education of their children. 
The Equalizing Fund is disbursed twice each year, the fall, about the 
middle of November, and the spring, about the middle of March.
